Note . — The foregoing Return is compiled, to a considerable extent, from information derived 
from the owners of the sheep destroyed; and although the above numbers are affirmed to have 
been killed by dogs, it is the opinion of the constabulary in some districts (e.g., Castletown 
district, in West Cork) that, in not a few^nstances, the sheep were killed by mountain foxes and 
badgers. 

It is extremely probable, too, that the numbers returned in the county of Donegal include many 
which' were otherwise destroyed, a practice having become prevalent in that county of destroying 
sheep in largd numbers, an offence for which several persons were tried and convicted at the last 
two assizes, and others at recent quarter and petty sessions ; and it is believed that the principal 
depredators in that county have now been made amenable, and that the offence in question is 
checked. .
